Children and Picture Shows. 
It is evident that there is a neces- 
sity of new legislation to meet the

Since the provision was placed in 
tlic Act requiring all children under 
(he age of fifteen to conic with an 
adult, the children in many cases 
have hit upon the scheme of accost- 
ing strangers and going in with 
them, In more than one case there 
has been complaint of little girls 
getting in in this way with street 
loafers, despite the care taken by 
Ihc picture men. 

The Government lias decided; upon 
a restriction that wilt put a stop to 
such a sit unt ion, ah hough ii will be 
it difficult one to enforce. An 
amended section is being added to 
the Theatres and Cinematographs 
Act thai will keep children under 
fifteen years of ape out of the the- 
atres, unless acconipanicrl by parent 
or guardian Or ail adult member of 
the household to which it belongs.
